ALLAN HAY MILNE, C.M.G. 


Allan Hay Milne, born in 1869, was* the youngest son of the 
late Very Reverend A. J. Milne, LL.D., of Fyvie, Moderator of the 
General Assembly of the Church of Scotland. He was educated at 
Fettes College, Edinburgh, and Pembroke College, Cambridge. 
He entered the service of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce in 
1895, and was promoted to the Secretaryship in 1913. In 1911 he 
was made a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
He became Honorary Secretary of the School of Tropical Medicine 
on February 7th, 1899, and resigned his post through ill-health in 
October, 1917. He always devoted himself with conspicuous energy 
and success to the interests of the School, and his death on 
21 st January, 1918, left a vacancy which it will be difficult to fill. 
His bright, genial temperament and his intellectual attainments were 
always an attractive stimulus to those with whom he was associated.
